DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the amendment of 3/20/2009. Note that in this office 
action below, the examiner has considered and addressed each of the applicant's 
arguments/amendments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-2, 4-8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 requires a 
rotary compressor that has "a blade (23) disposed in the cylinder chamber to divide each of the 
inner and outer compression chambers into a high-pressure side and a low-pressure side" (lines 
8-10). Further, claim 1 requires "the casing having an intermediate pressure space into which 
the intermediate pressure fluid compressed in the low stage side is introduced (and later 
transferred to the "high pressure side"), with the driving mechanism disposed in the intermediate 
pressure space." (lines 16-18) 

3. Prior art does teach blades that "divide each of the inner and outer compression 
chambers into a high-pressure side and a low-pressure side" (see the blade, 55 of 6,676,392 or 
5,01 1 ,386), however these types of compressors generally lack an "intermediate pressure 
space into which the intermediate pressure fluid compressed in the low stage side is introduced 
(and later transferred to the "high pressure side"), with the driving mechanism disposed in the 
intermediate pressure space." Nevertheless, there are examples of pumps that do transfer from 
one chamber to the other, with an intermediate chamber between (such as 5,399,076), however 
this lacks the correct blade structure required. These, along with the prior art can not be 
combined in any way nor do they by themselves to anticipate or make obvious the claims.
